T h e city can retain owner-

th e successful bidder. 
“ The city should own the lines 
for the purpose of placing Xenia in 
a position of absolute independence 
relative to light and power.

T h e flurry over j,he federal farm 
board, and the mess th a t many 
people think the board I* in, be­ 
cause of its ill-directed efforts to­ 
ward stabilizing prices of cotton 
and wheat, ought not to be allowed 
1 to ob scure m a tter s much move im ­ 
portant. 
It Is important, to he sure, th at 
I Europe has been mar king time in 
its purchase* of wheat, ap pare ntly 
waiting to see what. will happen 
I here. The price of cotton is plenty 
important to th e grow ers who still 
have cotton to sell 
But these tiling* are only te m p o r­ 
ary. The situation may, and prob­ 
ably will, change overnight. It ha* 
in the past, and will again

The really im portant question s 
are Just what they have been tor 
the past ten months: will farm ers 
muke ti spo ntan eous effort to or­ 
ganize th em selves into local aud 
national co-operative selling o r g a n ­ 
izations; and is there any prospect 
of any kind of control of produc­ 
tion, whether throu gh c o o p e ra t iv e ) 
or by any oth er piece of m a c h in ­ 
ery ? 
The last question I should h av e 
put first, for it is the basic prob­ 
lem of agriculture, and underlie* 
and limits everything that tu n he 
done through c o o p e ra t iv e selling 
to itt('rea*e farm prosperity. How 
in the world can the burd en some 
surpluses of some farm products 
be prevented?
